need of money igstead of sending Controller 
Ackerman to Springfield to ask the State 
Board of Equalization to raise the assessment 
of Cook County so Chicago can have $1,000,- 
000 more revenue? This question is bemg 
asked on all sides by business-men just now. 
If the departments were purged of the super- 
fluous ward heelers and walking dele- 
gates, it is claimed, the revenue issufficient to 
manage properly the affairs of the city. 
Every department in the City Hall is being 
stuffed with men to be used for election pur- 
poses. Walking delegates are hired as in- 
spectors and given a horse and buggy to drive 
about town, not to inspect work, but to drum 
up votes. The head man in every foreign 
settlement is sought out, put on the -pay-roll, 
and told he must get his ncighbors to vote the 
Democratic ticket, An instance of this oe- 
curred at the City Hall yesterday. A for- 
eign-born citizen out of work and hard- 
up for money was given a place, because 
it was believed he controls between 200 and 
300 men who can be naturalized and forced 
to vote the Democratic ticket. Only a few of 
them can speak English. The man put on 
the pay-roll will be expected to see that every 
man of this crowd is naturalized. To do this 
he will have to swear that they have all lived 
in this country the required time. 

This is what Ald. Madden, Chairman of the 
Council Finance committee, had to say yes- 
terday about the Controller's visit to Spring- 
field: ‘* Mr. Ackerman was not anthorized 
to go before State Board of Equalization to ask 
for an increase of $50,000,000 in the assess- 
ment and he assumed a great deal when be 
undertook to do so. While it may be con- 
ceded we need tho additional $1,000,000 de- 
rived from such an increase in taxation we 
cannot afford to secure it under such circum- 
gtances, because the smali property-owner is 
assessed on a basis of 25 per cent of the ac- 
tual value. Another class of property is as- 
sessed on a basis UT 20 per cent of the actual 
value. Certain other clusses pay 10 per 
cent of the actual value, ‘while the 
railroads are assessed 2 per cent 
of the actual value. If the State Board of 
Equalization should increase the Cook Coun- 
ty assessment $50,000,000 it will be readily 
teen that the small property-owners will be 
burdened with the greater portion of it. dn 
view of the fact that they are already paying 
t wel ve and one-half times more than the rail- 
roads, it would. be a grave injustice to under- 
take to burden them with a greater tax than 
they already pay. No matter how badly the 
city may u funds, no city official can 
afford to bea party to increasing the burdens 
already un posed on the small property-own- 
ers. 7 

Regarding the object of his visit to Spring- 
fiela, Controller Ackerman, who returned yes- 
terday, said: 5 

“I found the committee of the State Board 
had practically concluded their consideration 
of the assessment for Cook County. The 
members are stili acting in committee and 
the matter has not yet come before the entire 
body. However, it is. probable the action of 
the committees will, in most cases, be sus- 
tained. I did not expect to inform the com. 
mittee what it should add to the assessment, 
but to arouse public sentiment on this ques- 
tion of the modification of the present revenue 
la ws. or rather the system of assessment. Every 
citizen and business-man who has examined 
into the matter knows that what Chicago 
needs is oné general bureau of assessment 
where everyth cvlminates and is revised. 
It is beyond the power of the Board of Equal- 
ization to remedy this wrong. The evil lies 
deeper than that. We must have agitation of 
this question, and when the vitizens take hold 
of it as they should a great deal will have 
been done toward remedying the trouble.“

MANUFACTURING VOTERS BY FRAUD. 


Democrats Working the Naturalization 
Mill for All It Is Worth. 


bringing about municipal reforms it has been 
suggested that this organization look into 
the naturalization frauds practiced almost 
nightly under the noses of the Judges of the 
Superior and Circuit Courts. It is said the 
most glaring and outrageous violations of the 
naturalization laws are being committed, The 
Democratic managers have boasted they will 
naturalize enough ‘foreign-born citizens 
to elect their ticket notwithstanding 
the fact that a large number 
of Democrats boited the party nominations. 
They estimate they can lose 10,000 Demo- 
cratic votes and still be able to carry the 
county. The scenes that are enacted almost 
nightly at the Court House are looked upon 
by many who are familiar with the situation 
as a disgrace to civilization. The most nu- 
merous violations of the laws are practiced 
in swearing in those who are alleged to have 
come to this country prior to their becoming 
of age. The law provides that a man who 
took up a residence here prior to the 
time he was 17 years old can becomea 
citizen without taking out preliminary pa- 
pers signifying his intention of becoming 
such. It is said the Democratic com mittee is 
rushing through hundreds of foreigners un- 
der this provision. It is claimed the practice 
of the Judges in holding court at night to 
natktalize citizens has been the means of en. 
couraging fraud. A prominent lawyer said 
yesterday: - . 

„The Judges make a great mistake in 
listening to the demands of the committees to 
hold court in the evenings to naturalize vot- 
ers. This practice is a license to crime, and 
the Judges are practically helpless to 
prevent fraud, while they know it 
is being committed right under 
their noses. The scenes in the 
court rooms are a disgrace and resembie meet- 
ings of ward heelers. They are divested of 
aildignity and are conducted much as a 
primary is ina tough precinct. Something 
should be done to stop this. It is my opinion, 
if the Judges would refuse to hold court in the 
evening for such purposes, it would puta 
stop to much of the fraud.“ 

A member of the Republican organization 
enid: We are willing to have the Civic 
Federation take up this matter. If any of 
our people are making false amdavits or 
swearing in men not entitled to citizenship, 
they should be prosecuted.”’

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A. F. A. WILL REPUDIATE THE DEAL. 


Recent Convention Manipulated for City 
Hall Democracy. 

A statement will be issued next week by the 
officers of the American Protective Associa- 
tion utterly repudiating any connection with 
the Independent American ticket nominated 
by the City Hall gang through Prof. Sims, 
Walter Kelly, and other non-residents of the 
Staie. It is still a mystery who paid the hall 
rent for the Wednesday evening meeting and 
for the music. At 3 p. m. Wednesday S. M. 
Biddison, the Treasurer of ‘the movement, 
had $20 with which to pay bil's amounting 
to $160. It was expected the meeting would 


came around and paid the hall rent. Inquiry 
was made at the box office of Central Music 
Hall as to who paid the bill, but the reply 
was that such matters were confidential. 
There is a strong feeling among the mem- 
bers of the American Protective Association 
against the Democratic managers, who, it is 
claimed, are the originators of the scheme, 
1 man connected with the order said yester- 
ay: 

»The movement is utterly repudiated by 
the only authority that can direct the policy 
of the order. The laws of the order prevent 

name of the organization or the 
seal being used for political purposes, 
but.. permit the establishment of an 
advisory board that has absolute 
power in political matters. This board has 
declined to rtietpate in an independent 
movement.

Eight Hundred Employed on the Mar- 
quette Building Go Out. 

Eight hundred union workmen employed 
on the new Marquette Building struck yester- 
day morning because twelve non-union men 
were put to work on one of the upper floors a 
few days ago. What promises to be a long, 
stubborn contest was begun when, at the in- 
stigation of a dozen labor leaders, every man 
in the building threw down his tools when the 
word was passed along the line. The leaders 
take great credit to themselves because little 
violence was offered to the non-union men 
while in the building. Orders had been given 
the men not to assault or abuse the twelve men 
at work without union cards in their pockets. 
As the marked men started down the ladders 
they were jos:led considerably, but no one 
much hurt until they left the building. The 
dozen frightened men hurried away as fast as 
possible. One of them became separated 
from his fellows, and was followed and over- 
taken by twenty men in an alley just north of 
the building. After the man was pounded un- 
til he could scarcely stand his coat was torn 
in strips and he was threatened with more 
of the same kind” if he returned to the 
vicinity.

TIME IS TOO SHORT. 


AROHITEOTS CANNOT ENTER OOURT- 
HOUSE COMPETITION. 


Much Opposition Is Offered to George A. 
Falier’s Scheme for a New City and 
County Edifice, as Architects and Build- 
ers Want the Time for Submitting Plans 
and Bids Extended Beyoud sept. 26— 
Prominent Architects Express Great In- 
dignation at the Way Things Are Rushed. 


Architects and builders who would like to 
submit plans and put in bids taink the move- 
ment for a new Court-House is being pushed 
forward too rapidly. As a result considera- 
ble opposition to the George A. Fuller scheme 
is being raised. 

Only twenty days’ time has been given in 
which to compete for awards and contracts. 
The County Board has decided that all bids 
must be in by 2 o’clock Wednesday, Sept. 
26. Architects say this is too short a time 
for them to prepare even suggestions for 
plans and specifications, and as for the mat- 
ter of arranging combinations with con- 
tractors who might te in a position to make 
equally as good, if not better, propositions 
than Mr. Fuller’s, that is out of the question 
entirely. All agree, however, that a new 
county and city building is badly needed and 
that now is a good time to agitate the 
question. 

„But,“ said one man, “this evident desire 
to rush matters without giving everybody in- 
terested ample opportunity to demonstrate 
whether something better could not be pre- 
sented looks to me as if there was some sort 
of a deal to keep out competition. From my 
knowledge of the proposition at present under 
consideration, Henry Ives Cobb drew the 
plans and then induced Mr. Fuller to join 
with him in springing them on the public, 

Others Should Have a Chance. 

“That is all right. Ihave no fault to find 
with either Mr. Cobb or ‘Mr. Fuller, but the 
County Commissioners should grant other 
architects and other builders a chance to 
show what they can do. It is utterly im- 
possibie for them to make anything 
of a show in twenty days. 
I understand Mr. Cobb was at work on these 
plans offered by the Fuller company for a 
year, while other architects, as we areto infer 
from the action of the County Board, are ex- 

cted, if they, wish to compete, to make 

rawings and write. specifications in twenty 
days. They cannot doit. 

“Two months would be as short a time as 
any firm of architects in this city could get 
up plans in for such a building as we require, 
but four months would be better. A man 
ought to have one monthin which to study 
the subject and arrange a structure that when 
completed would bea monument and an orna- 
ment to the business enterprise and the ar- 
tistic tastes of the city. Mr. Cobb deserves 
credit for his forethought and his industry in 
quietly working up his plans and bringing 
them out when conditions seem to be right 
for the public to readily accept them, but 
that is no reason why all the other first-class 
architects in Chicago should be denied the 
privilege of doing what he has done. I doubt 
not some of them could produce drawings 
and get reliable contractors to offer terms 
quite as acceptable and advantageous as those 
of the Fuller-Cobb combination.“ 


What Architects Think. 


A number of the leading architects were 
seen yesterday, but with a few exceptions they 
declined to discuss the matter for publication. 
They were generally of the opinion that it 
was not necessary to talk now, and two or 
three who refused to let their names 
be used thought the proposition to 
issue $5,000,000 bonds should first 
be decided before plans are —— 
and contracts let. The idea advan by 
them was that the board ought to leave the 
question of competition and bids open until 
after the election, which would give archi- 
tects reasonable time in which to make plans 
and builders a chance to see what can bedone 
in the way of getting prices on material. 
Fritz Foltz of the firm of Treat & Foltz had 
no ecompunetions about expressing himself. 
When asked what he thought of the Fuller- 
Cobb proposition to give Chicago and Cook 
County a grand new building he said: 

‘I don’t like it. The idea of putting up a 
business block for a Court-House is, to some 
extent, practical, but not dignified, and that 
is one of the chief reasons why I do not like 
this scheme. The kind of a building our 
county and city needs should be exclusively 
for municipa! pur „It ought not to be 
filled with offices 8 rent. For the city and 
county to go into the speculating and renting 
business in their main public building would 
be taking an unfair advantage of men who 
have invested money in modern office build - 
ings and want tenants. They do not want to 
become competitors of these powerful cor- 
porations. A building of ornamental design 
and modern construction devoted exclusively 
to the uses for which it is designed can be put 
up, and it would be in keemmmg with the im- 
portance and dignity ofa greut city. Saying 
nothing of the present, we won't relish the 
shought ten years hence that we are repre- 
tented by a Court-House stuck up over a lot 
of law offices. 

Commissioners in a Hurry. 

Another objection I have to offer is against 
the hasty manner in which this Fuller propo- 
sition is being rushed through by the Commis- 
sioners. They give other architects and build- 
ers until Sept. 26 to prepare plans ana put 
bids. That is not time enough 
as any reasonable man knows. It is just pos- 
sible that arother architect and another build- 
er might form a combination to erect a Court- 
House for less money than Mr. Fuller’s 


offer.“ 


Mr. Treat, the senior member of the firm, 
* with everything Mr. Foltz said, and 
added: 


„The short time allowed for competition 
in presenting plans and bids virtually shuts 
everybody out of the field except Henry Ives 
Cobb and the George A. Fuller company. We 
need a Court-House bad enough and now is 
as good a time as any to commence building 
one, but the architects and builders of the 
city ought to be given a fair chance to sub- 
mit plans and make bids. Something 
better than the structure proposed by Mr. 
Fuller might —»be presented. Certainly 
the building ought to be an architectural 
ornament and in every way a credit to the 
city. Make it ten, twelve, or fifteen stories 
high if necessary, but let it be exclusively for 
city and county business and aot for renting 
pyrposes. We also require in a building to 
be put up now one which will answer all pur- 
poses for the next fifty years.”’ 

W. IL. B. Jenney Enters a Protest. 


W. L. B. Jenney of the firm of Jenney & 
Mundie manifested considerable feeling over 
the question and at once entered a vigorous 
protest against the extremely short time al- 
lowed for competition. He said: 

The call for designs, specifications, and 
pro ls to be in by 2 p. m. Sept. 26, to- 
gether with a certified check for $100,000 
and a 2,000, 000 bond all signed, cannot be 
called fair and practical competition. Then 
there are other details called for by the board 
which make competition almost pro- 
hibitory. If all the architects in Chicago 
should join together they could not succeed in 
getting upasetof plans between now ana 
Sept. 26. The preliminary studies upon 
which to make drawings could hardly be pre- 
pared in that short space of time. It is 
not a kind of work that 
ber men can be engaged on at 
the same time. To begin with it would 
require several days to get data from the va- 
rious county and city officials, Judges and 
cierks of the courts, as to what each requires, 
after which the whole scheme would have to 
be carefully worked out in detail before touch- 
ing upon the working plans. The offer to let 
architects and contractors take copies of the 
drawings presented by Mr. Fuller is not at all 
practical. No one can find fault with the 
George A. Fuller company for its enterprise: 
no one doubts its ability to satisfactorily 
guarantee the people that whatever contract 
it undertakes to do will be well done, but the 
advertisement for plans and bids can scarcely 
be called a competition.

EXPLAIN GEORGIAN OANAL PLAN, 


Chicagoans Asked td Become Interested 
Idea Not a New Une. 

An effort is bemg made. by John A. Mac- 
donald and Peter Ryan of Toronto to inter- 
est Chicagoans in the Georgian Bay ship canal 
between Georgian Bay and Lake Ontario, 
These men addressed a meeting of members 
of the Board of Trade yesterday, explaining 
the objects of their visit, as well as the extent, 
conveniences, and anticipated benefits to lake 
commerce seeking an Eastern outlet, of their 
enterprise. Both are members of the canal 
comfany. Mr. Ryan being the Vice-President. 
Mr. Macdonald explained the route of the 
canal, what the cost of construction will be, 
and wherein Chicago shippers, by using it in- 
stead of sending their grain by way of Ruf- 
falo, may gain much time in getting to the 
seaboard. He said the distance between Chi- 
cago and Ogdensberg or Oswego, N. V., will 
be shortened 304 miles and to Liverpool 800 
miles, The length of the canal is sixty-eight 
miles and it will be open for navigation seven 
months in the year. It will carry boats of 
twenty-two feet draught, and, as the Canadian 
Government has already let contracts to 
deepen the St. Lawrence canals, Mr. Macdon- 
ald said this would in the near 
future be made the route for ocean- 
going vessels between Chicagg and Toronto. 
At first it is proposed to cha tolls at the 
maximum rate of 10 cents à ton and the 
speaker thought the saving in time would 
make it cheaper to pay this amount than go 
through the Welland Canal free. Boats can 
make three trips between Chicago and 
Oswego or Ogdensberg then in the same time 
as it requires fur them to make ty now. 
It is estimated, said Mr. Macdonald, 25.000, 
000 tons of freight will annually seek an out- 
let through this new route. President Wenter 
and Attorney Cooley of the Drainage Canal 
were present. At their meeting next Tuesday 
the directors will probably appoint a commit- 
tee to visit Toronto and investigate the matter. 

Following is an extract from a biographical 
sketch written by E. Colbert in 1867 and pub- 
lished in 1868 in Biographical Sketches of 
the Leading Men of Chicago: 

The Georgian ay Sean was one of Mr. Kross’ 
earliest projects. e was studying the map of 
the then Northwest in the winter of 1854, and 
especially thinking of the future of Westerm 
commerce. His eye rested on the, narrow strip 
of land between the Georgian Bay and Lake On- 
tario, with rivers running in each direction from 
Lake Simcoe. He knew the great difficulty 
which had been experienced in passing the St. 
Clair Flats and — of the still greater im- 
pers they would offer to navigation in the 

uture. He went down on South Water street 
and there met Col. Hubbard, with whom he dis- 
cussed the route (that gentleman had from 
near Toronto to the Georgian Bay with his ca- 
noes in 1818, when he first came to Chicago), 
and afterwards gathered m him and Capt. 
Dorchester the facts which formed the basis of 
an article on this subject. That article was taken 
hold of by the late George Steel (a Scotchman 
prominent here for man years in marioe circles 
and a leading member of the Board of Trade in 
the 508). and by him scattered over Canada, 
calling patsia attention universally tothe sub- 
ject. ie scheme for a canal was so favorably 
received that in September, 1855, a convention 
was held in Toronto to consider the subject, and 
the resulting survey, made by Kivas Tully, with 
Col. Mason as consulting engineer, demon- 
strated the feasibility of the work. The funds 
required to pay for the publication of this report 
were collected by Mr. Bross, who also furnished 
much of the statistical matter embodied in the 
report, as in that of Col. Mason. 

** Colbert’s Chicago, 1868, page 50, 2on- 
tains the following, under the heading of 
„Georgian Bay Canal: 

During this summer (1855) the project of the 
Georgian Bay Canal was actively discussed, and 
many urgent and imperative reasons were set 
forth in favor of its being built. July 18 Will- 
iam Bross of THe TRIBUNE addre a meeting 
of the Board of Trade. representing the advan-

MAY BE SMALLER THAN OHIOAGO, 


Pianetoid Which Was Discovered 

During the World’s Fair. 

In relation to Dr. Max Wolf's discovery of 
the 334th planetoid, Chicago, Prof. Elias 
Colbert said yesterday although it was now 
conclusively proved the number of the plan- 
etoids exceeded one-third of a thousand it 
was reasonable to conjecture that the actual 
number might far exceed a thousand. 

The fact that a new departure in nomen- 
clature has been made, said he, by naming 
a celestial body after a terrestrial city instead 
of giving it the name of some personage from 
the Greek mythology is due to the ever grow- 
ing difficulty of finding gods and demigods 
enough to utilize for that purpose, and as the 
discovery of the little planet took place dur- 
ing the period of the World’s Fair it was nat- 
ural to call it after the World's Fair city. Be- 
sides being the World’s Fair city, Chicago has 
claims upon astronomers arising from the 
fact that up to twenty-five years ago the city 
possessed the largest refractory telescope in 
the world, and in a short time will again en- 
sg, — same distinction.

They Are Disposed to Fight a Foreclosure

Holders of. Alley Elevated railroad stock 
are organizing a movement to form a Stock- 
holders’ Protective Association.

They think that if the management would ex- 
pend its energies more in increasing the traffic 
of the road and cared less about the wishes 
ano good will of a competitive corporation 
the results would be much better. One of the 
plans which are agitated is the establishment 
of a bus service from the Congress street 
terminal to Lake street, runumg on both 
Wabash avenue and State street, and giving 
free transportation to patrons of the road. 
It is declared that such a bus service would 
result in vastly increasing the business 
of the company, and would also advertise the road, 
bringing it to the atténtion of people who now 
seldom think of using it.. The people who are 
agitating this down-town bus line believe that 
something could also be done in that direction in 
outlying districts and that buses run into Ken- 
wood and to the Chicago University, and other 
plages would much more than pay the expenses 
of their operation and add considerably to the 
elevated railroad’s earnings. A meeting of stock- 
holders Will be held next week to discuss the 
situation. The cardinal point which these stock-

As long as England 
imposed discriminating daties and restrictions it 
was only natural that the United States should 
pursue a similar policy. And, ‘after all, that 
which gave the great impetus to our carrying 
trade at the outset was the long Napoleonic 
wars, in which the vessels of this country were 
neutral carriers. added to which was the impor- 
tant fact that we built better sailing vessels than 
were turned out from the stocks in any other 
land. To levy a 10 per cent discriminating duty 
on foreign bottoms would upset and renounce ail 
the treaties we have with Great Britain and 
other powers, and then comes the question 
whether or not retaliatory measures would be 
taken by some or all of them. Suppose, for in- 
stance, France should decide to impose dis-

337,534, this being arrived at by deducting the 
exports. The domestic product of woolen goods 
manufactured was $345,942,824, making a total 
of $402,280,358, showing about 86 per cent of 
domestic, assuming that the year’s products and 
imports went into consumption at the same time.

peared charging that Secretary Carlisle has 

been continuing the coinage of silver dollars 


| under the representation that he was comply- 


ing with requirements of the seigniorage pro- 
vision of the Sherman law of July 14, 1890. 
The charge was also made that Secretary Car- 
lisle was moved to coin silver dollars in order 
to convince the silver champions that the Sec- 
retary is really the friend of the white metal, 
notwithstanding President Cleveland’s enmity 
to it. Congressman Heard of Missouri re- 
cently called Secretary Carlisle’s attention to 
the publications and asked for a written state- 
ment regarding them. In reply to his request 
Secretary Carlisle addressed the Missouri Rep 


resentative the following sep ate 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, D. C., 
Sept. 10, 1894.—Hon. J. T. Heard—Referring to 
our personal interview I have the honor to say 
that the mints at New Orleans, Philadelphia, and 
San Francisco are engaged in coining standard 
silver dollars from the bullion purehased under 
the act of July 14. 1890, commonly known as the 
Sherman law. the month of J — 8430, 
000 were coined and during the month of August 
$728,000. About che same amount will be“ 
coined during the present month, September, and 
thereafter such amount will be coined as the 
Secretary may consider advisable under the cir- 
cumstances. The third section of the actof July 
14, 1890, provided that the Secretary of 
Treasury should coin each month into standard 
dollars 2,000,000 ounces of the silver bullion 
purchased under the provisions of that act until 
the first day of July, 1891, and thereafter he 
should coin of the silver bullion purchased un- 
der the provisions of the act as much as might 
be necessary to provide for the redemption 
of the Treasury notes issued in payment for the 
bullion, and that any gain or seigniorage aris 
from such coinage should be accounted for 
aid into the 22 The coinage now going on 
done under the authority conferred by this sec- 
tion of the law, and the seigniorage derived from 
it is paid into the public Treasury, as required by 
law, and used for the ordinary purposes of the 
vornment, but the remainder of the coins is 
eld in the Treasury in order to provide for the 
redemption of the Treasury notes issued in pay- 
ment for the bullion. During the last eleven 
months 3.9'70,727 standard silver dollars, coined 
from the bullion purchased under the act of July 
14, 1890, have been paid out in the redemption 
of Treasury notes, and the notes so redeemed 
have been retired and canceled. This process is 
still going on daily. Prior to my connection with 
the department no silver had been paid out for 
emption of such notes and none of such

ADAMS IN AN UNSEAWORTHY SHAPE. 


Vessel from the Alaskan Fleet May Have 
to Be Sold. 

Wasutneton. D. C., Sept. 13.—Advices were 
received at the Navy Department from the 
Alaskan fleet which bear out the dispatch re- 
garding the unseaworthy condition of the 
Adams.

THE MAYORALTY ELECTION CAN WAIT, 

It is good policy to attend to one thing at 
a time and not to.cross bridges before reach- 
ing them. There is to be an election next 
April, when a Mayor will be chosen for the two 
yearsensuing. But between then and now an 
election is to be held which will decide the po- 
litical complexion of the House of Represent- 
atives in the next Congress. On the voting in 
this city depends the supremacy in the next 
General Assembly of this State. Practically 
a United States Senator is to be chosen here 
in November. The voting in November will 
determine not merely whether the county of- 
fices shall be filled by Republicans or Demo- 
crats but whether the latter shall have abso- 
lute control of the election machinery in this 
city and county and shall: be able to carry 


votes. 4 

There are Republicans who seem to be 
thinking much more of April than of Novem- 
ber and who are mixing up the Mayoralty 
campaign with the fall campaign in a man- 
ner which cannot possibly be productive of 
good but which hardly can fail to do mis- 
chief. Gentlemen who are working with their 
eyes fixed on the city election cannot do full 
justice to the impending one. That should 
stop. The Republicans cannot expect to elect 
a Mayor next spring if they do not elect their 
county ticket next month. ‘Wherefore the ef- 
forts of all Republicans who want to win 
next year must be concentrated on winning 
this year. 

Gentiemen who may be aspirants for the 
Republican nomination for the Mayoralty 
will strengthen themselves and their party 
by forgetting for seven weeks that there ia to 
be a Mayor chosen next spring aud that they 
would like to be that individual and by devot- 
ing themselves exclusively to the task of elect- 
ing the Republican candidates to be voted for 
in November. But if they go to scheming or 
planning for the Mayoralty nomination now 
they will find that whoever dces get the nom- 
ination may find it an empty honor. 

Republicans generally understand the situ- 
ation very well. They appreciate the neces- 
sity of doing one thing at a time if that thing 
is to be done well, and they will not be in- 
clined next year to gratify the ambition of 
any individual who lugs the Mayoralty ques- 
tion into the present campaign and who is 
thinking of himself and of his chances all tne 
time, instead of a far more important ques- 


win or lose in November. 

After the election is over the field will be 
free for the April contest. There will be noth- 
ing else to think about or plan for politically. 
Gentlemen who have booms can nurse 
them as assiduously and tenderly as they 
please. But for the present let the Mayoralty 
question be tabooed. The man. who lugs it 
into the fall campaign, thus weakening his 
party without strengthening himself, is an 
enemy of the party and should be snuffed out. 
Tue Trrsuneg hopes this word of warning will 
suffice. 


COINING THE TREASURY SILVER. 

In a letter to Congressman John T. Heard 
Secretary Carlisle admits that the mints at 
New Orleans, Philadelphia, and San Fran- 
cisco are actively engaged in coining silver 
dollars from the bullion purchased under the 
Sherman dct of 1890. He says that 8430, 
000 was coined in July and $728,000 in 
August, and that about the same amount will 
be coined this month. “Thereafter such 
amount will be coined as the Secretary may 
consider advisable under all the circum- 
stances.” The letter states that the coining 
of these dollars is bemg done under the pro- 
vision of the Sherman act that so much of 
the bullion purchased under it as may be 
necessary to provide for the redemption of 
the notes issued in payment for th’ bullior 
shall be coined, and that any gain or seignior- 
age arising from such coinage shall be paid 
into the Treasury. The seigniorage derived 
from it is paid into the public Treasury as re- 
quired by law and used for the ordinary pur- 
poses of the government, but the remainder 
of the coins are held in the Treasury in order 
to provide for the redemption of Treasury 
notes issued in payment for the bullion,” and 
during the last eleven months 3,970,727 of 
the silver dollars have been thus paid but. 
The notes so redeemed are retired and can- 
celed, and the process is still going on daily. 
The Secretary adds the gratuitous informa. 
tion that prior to his connection with the de- 
partment no silver had been paid out for the 
redemption of the Treasury notes, and none 
of them had been retired and canceled. 

As this action is in accordance with the law 
no fault need be found with the administra- 


| tion for domg as reported. The bullion is 


lying in the Treasury unused, except as it is 
represented by the Sherman notes which are 
being retired as stated. Evidently there was 
no occasion for the passage of the law pro- 
posed during the last session for coining the 
silver “‘seigniorage,” as that is being attended 
to by the Treasury Department without 
formal authorization.

That does 
not look much like contraction, nor should 
the admirers of silver have any fault to find 
with the fact that every grain of the silver 
coined is doing money duty at just about 
twice the bullion value of the metal.

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FRANCIS M. WOODS FOR CONGRESS. 

The Republicans of the Fourth Congres- 
sional District, which is made up of the 
Eighth, Ninth, Twelfth, aud Nineteenth 
Wards, hold their primaries today and their 
nominating convention tomorrow, This is 
one of those districts where success depends 
largely upon the candidate. Two years ago 
these wards gave Cleveland over 7,000 ma- 
jority.

The first -condition of success is that the 
candidate shall come from the Twelfth Ward, 
for the excelicnt reason that there is where the 
votes to elect him must come from. The re- 
serve Republican strength is there, and not 
in the Eighth, Ninth, or Nineteenth Ward, 
and the way to get it out is to put up a man 
from that ward. Last spring the Republicans 
neglected the Twelfth when they were mak- 
ing up their town ticket. They chose to go 
somewhere else for an Assessor. The result 
was disastrous. The same folly should not 
be committed again on a grander scale. 

It is said that the Twelfth has been favored 
already—that it has secured the ‘County 
Judgeship and some other places on the coun- 
ty ticket. What of it? The county ticket 
will lose no votes because some good men 
have been taken from a strong Republican 
ward. The Congressional nomination will be 
all the stronger by going to a big Repubtican 
ward fora man. When one goes a-fishing 
for votes one should go where they are to be 
found. There will be sixty-five delegates in 
tomorrow's ‘convention. Of these thirty- 
seven, or more than half, will be from the 
Twelfth Ward. As that ward has to elect the 
Congressman, if he isvelected, it is eminently 
proper that it should select the candidate, no 
matter how many representatives it may have 
on other tickets. 

The delegates who will be chosen today by 
the Twelfth Ward Republicans will have it in 
their power to name the nominee.

MACVEAGH’S QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 

In his Springfield «peech Mr. MacVeagh 
asked Senator Cullom three questions, In 
his Robinson speech Senator Cullom has 
answered the three questions succinctly and 
successfully, and in such a manner that it 
will not be necessary for Mr. MacVeagh to 
ask them again. While gratifying the latter’s 
curiosity the Senator has supplied him with 
some useful information. 

Mr. MacVeagh’s first question was whether 
the Republican party, if it were returned to 
power--a result which evidently he does not 
consider improbable—wouid ruin business by 
renewing the agitation of the tariff. To this 
absurd question Senator Cullom replied there 
was not the slightest danger of such action 
by the Republicans. They are not in the 
habit of ruining business. While they were 
in power business was prosperous. It was 
not until the Democrats came into power and 
began their tariff tinkering that trade and 
commerce were paralyzed and the wage- 
workers were robbed, that wages went down, 
and factories were closed, and that want of 
confidence and panic set in. The Democrats 
have had the monopoly of the trade-ruin 
business, but, as Senator Cullom remarked, 
when the party returns to power it will re- 
vise and reduce tariff duties whenever the con- 
stantly changing conditions of commerce and 
competition and of the revenues of the gov- 
ernment show it to be advisable and neces- 
sary.” just as it has done in the past without 
in any way disturbing the business conditions 
of the ‘country. Senator Cullom’s answer 
was complete, and should reassure Groce 
MacVeagh even if Scholar MacVeagh is silly 
enough to disbelieve the grocer. 

Mr. MacVeagh’s second question was wheth- 
er the Republicans would reénact the McKinley 
tariff bill. Itisevident Mr. MacVeagh thought 
this question would be a poser, but, as might 
have been expected, Senator Cullom declined 
to speak in his official capacity for the Re- 
publican party or for Republican members of 
Congress so far in advance. The Senator, 
however, did not hesitate togive Mr. MacVeagh 
his unofficial opinion, and that was that it 
would not be reénacted as it stood on the stat- 
ute books, for the sufficient reason that busi- 
ness conditions have changed since it became 
a law, and that a new law would be drawn in 
accordance with the policy of protection to 
American industries and American wage- 
workers, and so carried out that no foreigner 
would get an advantage over an American 
citizen. Meanwhile Senator Cullom was pre- 
pared to say that in formulating a new Jaw he 
should advise as the first step the reduction of 
the duties upon fifty-one articles upon which 
the new Democratic measure of tariff reform 
has increased the duties above the rates fixed 
in the McKinley act,’’ notwithstanding the 
declaration of the Democratic platform that 
all protection is fraud and robbery.

other taxes as are unnecessary or unwise, and 
that they will leave no tax undisturbed which 
has been devised for the purpose of gratifying 
revenge or bribing Populists. This assurance 
should be gratifying to Grocer MacVeagh 
however it may strike Scholar MacVeagh. 


PROPHECIES WHICH WERE VERIFIED. 

Tue Tau reprinted the cther day ex- 
tracts from editorials written two years ago 
stating that in the event of Democratic suc. 
cess and an attempt to carry out the Demo- 
cratic tariff policy there would be a panic, 
great business depression, strikes, lockouts, 
diminished employment, and reduced wages. 
Those predictions were verified to the letter. 
This paper reprinted them for the sole ben- 
efit of the junior Democratic organ, which 
Faid it had forgotten them.

With all its present pretended knowl- 
edge of the injurious effects of Republican 
legisigtion it did not announce in 1892 that 
there would bea panic in 1893 because of 
that legislation. Why was itso silent before 
the panic came and so wonderfully well in- 
formed after it did come? Tue Tunern pre- 
dicted low wages and scanty work in the event 
of Cleveland’s election. The junior organ 
predicted high wages and abundant work. 
The people know which was right. 

There is a Democratic tariff law io force 
now. Itisthe intention of the Democrats if 
they win at the approaching election to pass a 
still more Democratic one by cutting off some 
more protection. Tun Trisunz prophesies 
that if that is done there will be a repetition of 
the melancholy scenes of the last eighteen 
months and a further lowering of wages. It 
prophesies also that in the event of Republic- 
an success in 1896 and a Republican revision 
of the present law raising all the duties which 
do not give adequaie protection there will be 
no panic, but an advance in wages and in- 
creased empleyment.

and many a small grocer may make advantage- 
ous terms with Congressional candidates by ac- 
cepting the difference in price which the 40 per 
cent ad valorem and one-eighth of a cent specific 
duty has made in refined sugar. When Mr. Dock- 
ery of Missouri left for his district, shorfly be- 
fore the adjournment of Congress, he confided to 
a friend that he would consider himself lucky if, 
by the expenditure of $1,000, he could keep the 
price of sugar throughout his district at what it 
was. 

It is quite natural that such an idea as this 
should suggest itself to Democratic candi- 
dates for Congress, who have noticed that 
their constituents are taking a lively interest 
in the advance in the price of sugar and ure 
asking rude questions of Democratic speakers 
as to how and why it has happened It would 
be a fortunate thing for those candidates if 
friendly arrangements could be made with 
grocers in their districts whereby the latter 
would agree to charge the old prices until the 
campaign of deception was over. It all the 
grocers were Democrats, interested in the 
success of a party which has legislated in 
such a way as to raise the value of most of 
the stocks of goods they had on hand and to 
depress the values of none, it is possible that 
this Democratic idea might be carried out. 
It so happens, however, that there are Re- 
publican grocers in each district and it would 
be impossible for the Democratic candidates 
to make bargains with them.

Tun Live Stock Exchange of this city is do- 
ing well to cali attention to the injustice of 
the charge by the Union Stock-Yards compa- 
ny of $2 per car for track service.“ That 
$2 is charged to the railroads bringing live 
stock to the yards, but they charge it back on 
the shippers, and it ws understood they are 
willing to make this deduction from the pres- 
ent tariff rates if the Stock-Yards company 
will relax its grip. A committee of the ex- 
change has reported that it can find no war- 
rant for the charge, and that it is unjust and 
detrimental to the Chicago market. Un- 
doubtedly it tends to diminish the receipta of 
live stock at this point, as if other things were 
equal shippers would prefer to send their con- 
signments to markets elsewhere. Doubtless 
this discrimination has had something to do 
with the relative decadence of cattle receipts 
here, which is referred to in rather jubilant 
terms in a Kansas City circular. Our receipts 
for the first seven months of this year were 
1,554,494 head, being 201,133 less than for 
the same time last year, while those of Kan- 
sas City were 814,188, being a gain of 47, 
686. A little more of this and perhaps the 
managers of the Union Stock-Yards will be 
gin to suspect they are acting with no more 
good sense than did the fool who killed the 
goose that laid the golden egg.

ILLINOIS NEARLY NIPPED IN 
‘A GREEN-GOODS SCHEME.

Leo Welinreiter and Henry Schweinmann 
of Danvers Start Out Apparently to 
Make Wealth Quickly and Land in a 
New York Detention Station—How the 
Scheme Was Worked=—One Hundred 
Western Emigrants Who Have Tickets 
on the Columbia Are Refused Transit. 


New York, Sept. 13.—([Special.|—Leo 
Welinreiter and Henry Schweinmann, 
bro in-law, nurserymen, and the owners 
of twenty acres of Illinois realty just outside 
of Daupers, are held in the House of Deten- 
tion as witnesses against the members of a 
green-goods gang which lured them to this 
city and which the police hope to cap- 
ture soon. Itis the old story: Circulars re- 
ceived Aug. 24; the road to wealth open to 
them; correspondence; then the usual come 
on”’ circulars. They took $1,000 in cash, 
went to Chicago to take the train East, and 
before leaving bought two big six-shooters. 
Then they sent a message to Henry Olson, 
No. 7 West Ninety- ſourth street, New York, 
as per instruction, as follows: Send Grays, 
No. 520.“ This meant they were 
commg on. When the two men got 
off the train in Jersey City yesterday after- 
noon they were accosted by a green-goods 
man who afterwards proved to be Herman 
Rosenblum. He said he had been directed to 
take them to à hotel, and he took them to 
Picu’s boarding-house, No. 504 Canal street. 
This morning Rosenblum called. Thinking 
Welinreiter had the money he invited him 
to take a walk, leaving Schweinmann at 
the hotel. The sharper took Leo to 
a saloon where, after several drinks, he asked 
how much money he had with him. He re- 
plied he had none. After leaving the sa- 
loon, ** Dutch Gus,“ the old man in the 
green-goods game, walked up to Leo and 
asked how much of the stuff he wanted. They 
failed to come to an agreement, and 
it was decided to talk the matter 
over at the hotel. “Dutch Gus took 
auother route, and while Roserblum and 
Welinreiter passed through Green wich street, 
detectives recognized the green-goods man 
and grabbed him and Leo. Several officers 
were detailed to look for Dutch Gus.“ but 
he was not arrested up to a late hour tonight. 
The two Westerners were happy when told 
how nearly they came to losing their money. 
The $1,000 was still safe in Schweinmann’s 
pocket. As they no permits to 
carry revolvers they were also detained as 
prisoners. They were arraigned in the Tombs, 
where Police Captain O’Toole withdrew his 
charge of carrying revolvers against the men, 
as they could pay the fine of $10, 
‘We are respectable men.“ said 
Welinreiter, „ and do 11 large 
business.

HAD TICKETS BUT COULDN'T SAIL. 


One Hundred Western Emigrants Crowded 
Off the Steamship Columbia. 

New York, Sept. 13.—[Special.|—When 
the American line steamet Columbia cast off 
its lines and sailed away today 100 sad-faced 
men and women who wanted to sail were left. 
Some of them were weeping and there 
were deep curses in many tongues. It seems 
nearly 500 tickets had been sold for 
this trip of the Columbia, and that it is quali- 
fied to carry only 350 steerage passengers. 
That 500 tickets were sold does not seem to 
have been known until noon today when the 
emigrants began streaming up the gang- 
plank. By 12:30 p. m. the number allotted 
had boarded the vessel. Others came, but 
were denied passage. Women alone, wom- 
en with children, men. with families, 
driven from America by hard times, many of 
them from Illinois and Wisconsin, with ir 
‘ast few dollars invested in tickets to their 
homes in the old country—all were denied 
alike. All were poor people. Plenty of 
them had sold every belonging they 
had in the world to get enough to 
purchase passage tickets. and had nothing 
left to hvs on while awaiting another steamer. 
Just before the Columbia sailed the Ham- 
burg-American line heard of the plight of the 
poor people and offered the few hopeless 
beings who had not wandered away lodging 
and food in the Hansa House at Heboken 
until the next steamship sailed. All of them 
accepted it.

TEST OF A BOAT MOVED BY FINS. 


Engineers Surprised by the Work of 
Frank Taff’s Queer Craft, 

New York, Sept. 13,—An exhibition has 
been given in the goverrment slip, off the 
Battery, of the model of a fin propelled boat, 
designed by Frank Taff of Whitestone, L. I., 
who proposes to submit it to the 
naval authorities. The model is - fitted 
with a small vertical engine of three-quarter 
inch stroke, worked by steam, with gasoline 
for fuel. The test surprised those who wit- 
nessed it. There are two fish-tail sha tins 
on either ride of the hull, just abaft mid. 
ship secuon, a few inches apart and mid- 
way between the water line and the 
keel. The thick, or head ends of the fins 
are fixed in the ends of the thrust 
shafts, the web ends extending 
aft. There are two thrust shafts extending 
across the hull, each shaft having a fin at 
either end. The shafts work alternately. 
Engineers who witnessed the work of the fins 
were amazed and pleased with the perfor- 
mance. The action of the fins is such that 
there is no dead water and there is also no 
drag. The water is held tight. There is no 
wave or foamy wake produced. It is claimed 
that a steamer provided with fins having the 
same surface as its propellers have would 
make better time and that one ton of coal 
would do what four do now.

Nothing has been seen or heard of the myste- 
rious stranger wip is supposed to have robbed 
the Citizens’ Bank here yesterday of $8,586 
since he disappeared over the railway embank- 
ment of the eastern limits of the town. The 
bank officials have given up all hope of ever 
seeing their cash, though they intend to make 
a vigorous effort to capture the thief. Owing 
to the fact that he took all the currency the 
bank had it was compelled to close its doors 
for business today. President Campbell went 
to Danville this morning to arrange for ob- 
taining a fresh supply. He returned late this 
rte ge and said his mission had been success- 
Ul. 

There is no danger of the bank failing on 
account of the robbery, he said. There is 
over $80,000 back of it and while we feel the 
loss heavily it will by no means break us. 
The bank will resume tomorrow. As to the 
robbery it was evidently the work of an ex- 
pert. Both the inner and outer doors of the 
vault from which the money was taken were 
closed and the combination knobs of each 
according to the cashier were turned half way 
around. Fora man unacquainted with safe 
locks to have opened it would have been next 
to impossibie, Then nippers were used to 
turn the key in the lock on the back door.” 

The stranger who is thought to have done 
the ‘job was never seen in town before 10 
o’clock yesterday morning, so far as the bank 
officers have been able to learn. At that hour

Citizens Who Saw the Stranger. 


L. K. Yeomans,’ President of the town 
board, saw this same man at 12:10 p. m. 
sitting on the sidewalk opposite the bank as 
he was gomg home to dinner. Half an 
hour later Thomas Bennett, u merchant, Her- 
bert Smith, an engineer in the grain elevator 
at the railway tracks, saw a man of this de- 
scription running down the alley toward the 
railway tracks carrying a small package 
wrapped up ina newspaper. This 2 
is supposed to have been the p s of the 
robbery. 

As soon as the robbery was discovered tele- 
grams describing the strapger were sent to all 
the towns in a radius ot 100 miles. Half 
the men and boys in the town turned out and 
searched the cornfields and timber for several 
miles around the town. No oue discovered 
the mysterious stranger nor any one who had 
seen him. 

The Citizens’ Bank stands at the northeast 
corner of the two principal thoroughfares of 
town. The rear of the room occupied by the

T. Cunningham, the Vice-President of the 
bank, who runs a general store next door 
east.

The fellow excited my suspicions eome- 
what as he appeared to be dressed in poorer 
clothes than he was accustomed to wear. 
From his face and hands I took him to be a 
man unaccustomed to manual labor. I never 
saw him before and he has not been seen 
since, excepting by Herbert Smith and Thom- 
as Bennett, who saw him running east in the 
ailey toward the track. My idea is he 
watched the bank uatili be saw the 
President and cashier leave for dinner 
and* then did his work. I aleo believe, 
he must have obtained information from 
some source as to habit of. the 
bank officers of closing. the bank at noon. 
There is no one living here to whom I could 
attach suspicion.” 

Cashier Whitman does not remember hav- 

seen any strangersin or about the bank. 
‘*T can swear, however,“ he added, the back 
door of the bank was locked, and that I closed 
both doors of the vault and turned the 
combination knobs of each half around.

VERTIOAL HANDWRITING. 


City Beard of Education in Adepting a 
Certain Copybook Has Areused An- 
other Qbjective Ory from Some of the 
Interested Persons, Who Say There Is 
No Value to the System Tnus Intro- 
duced=Smokeless Fuel for Chicago 
Schools- Other Municipal Affairs. 


“ Vertical writing is the latest fad 
of the City rd of Education: At least 
School Inspector Errant says it 1s a fad, while 
Inspector Cusack declares it is the best thing 
ever introduced into the schools of Chicago. 
What is described in the advertisements as 
The Normal Review System of Writing with 
Vertical Copies” was adopted at the meeting 
of the Board of Education Wednesday night, 
and the story of its adoption was told yester- 
day by Inspector Errant in these words: 

Vertical handwriting is all right. It has 
been practiced for years and is the only log- 
ical and common sense system of teaching 
writing. All it amounts to is simply that the 
pupil shall sit in a naturat position, piace his 
paper squarely in front of him, and write in a 
natural way. A year ago, when the matter 
was first talked of, most of the city schools 
adopted it. It was nothing more than fur- 
nishing the pupil with ordinary writing paper,

Mrs, S. Hoffman is in a cell in the West Chi- 
cago Aver ne Police Station. What brought 
her there was a too vaulting ambition to be 
chastiser in ordinary to all the youngsters of 
her neighborhood. 

Mrs. Hoffman's neighborhood is round 
about No. 306 Austin avenue, in the rear of 
which place she lives, or did live before the 
police bore away. She seems to have 
kept this same neighborhood pretty thorough- 
ly stirred up. The chief trouble seeme to 
have been that Mrs.. Hoffman is German. The 
neighborhood is distinctly and overwhelming- 
ly Irish—and the two did not mix. When thé 
frisky and vivacious Irish “ brats”? pounded 
on Mrs. Hoffman’s door and ‘yelled at her in 
the street, and when Mrs. Hoffman caught 
such of the brats as she could and spanked 
the same—well, it made trouble. The neigh- 
bors say they think Mrs. Hoffman is a bit 
daft, at any rate they are sure she isa real 
disagreesble lady. 

A week ago trouble broke loose, Mre,Hoffman 
in one of her periodicai forays caught the son 
of Mrs. Williams and maltreated him—at 
least, that is the story. Mrs. Williams lives 
in me rear of No. 304 Austin avenue and her 
son is a lusty and lively youngster, who is al- 
most entirely blind, and whose crowning 
glory isacrop of vivid and urid red hair. 
Mrs. Williams says he isa real good boy, and 


being afflicted he is a favorite along the street, 


But when Mrs. Hoffman charged into the gang 
of children that she thought was pounding on 
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setting him a copy either on the black board 
or at top of the page, and letting him fol- 
low it as closely as he could. The only thing 
insisted on was the pupil should sit squarely 
in front of the desk, not lean over, and write 
up and down in a natural manner. 
For the convenience of those teachers who 
could not set their pupils a good copy, Prof. 
Vaille got up a copy-book which was noth- 
" more than ordinary letter paper witha 
printed copy at the top ot the page. 


Reverse System Adopted. ~ 


“Now the board comes in and, under the 
ery of teaching vertical writing,’ adopts a 
system which is the exact reverse of vertical 
writing.’ An Eastern firm got up a copy- 
book with lines and rulings and spaces and 
every other sort of limitations on natural 
writing, which is worse. if possible, than the 
old Spencerian system, and the board adopts 
it as a copy-book for ‘vertical handwriting.’ 
Vertical writing needs no copy-book at all. 
The only“ thing necessary is pen, ink, and 
paper and a copy in a fair handwriting, which 
nine teachers out of ten can make. , Every 
eent spent for these new copy-books is ‘just 
so much money thrown away, besides defeat- 
mg the idea of what we call ‘vertical hand- 
writing.. 

Then why did the board adopt the books 
of this Eastern firm?“ 

1 don't know,“ said Inspector Errant, 
„unless it was to enable them to sell them to 
the school children of Chicago.“ 

The cuts herewith printed show the system 
as given in the copy-book adopted by the 
board, No. 1 is the beginning, No. 2 the in- 
termediate stage, and No. 3 is supposed to 
show what the pupil can do when he becomes 
proficient, He is instructed not to write above 
or below certain lines in the beginning, to 
pay less attention to those lines in the inter- 
mediate stages, and to disregard them in the 
end. That is the trouble with the whole 
system.“ said Mr. Errant. “It is a copy- 
book of the most vicious sort; when what 
e — ? writing means is no copy- book at 
all.“

SMOKELESS FUEL FOR CHICAGO SCHOOLS. 


Board of Education Adopts the Use of Gas, 
Hard and New River Coal. 


The City Smoke Department won a victory 
yesterday when the contracts for fuel for the 
city school buildings were let by the business 
department of the Board of Education for gas 
to be used as fuel in sixteen of the largest 
schools in the residence districts and for hard 
coal for nearly half of the other schools. In 
nearly all of those not in the lists mentioned 
contracts were let for smokeless soft coal. 
The schools in which natural gas will be 
burned are as follows: | 

North Division High, South Division High, 
Franklin, "Kinzie, Thomas Hoyne, Ogden, 
Doolittie, Calumet Avenue, Keith, Raymond, 
Jones, Moseley, Greenwood Avenue, Kenwood, 
Douglas, Harrison. 

The apparatus for the use of natural gas is 
now being or has already been putin. In 
226 of the remaining schools hard coal has 
been contracted for and the supply will be 
putin within the next month. The schools 
are divided into four districts, as follows: 
(1) North Side, (2) West Side north of Madi- 
son street, (3) West Side south of Madison 
street. and (4) South Side. In the schools in 
the first, second, and fourth districts not 
burning gas or hard coal the New River West 
Virginia smokeless soft coal will be used. In 


District 3 schools will be supplied with Well- 
ston coal on the claim of the bidders that the 
coal is smokeless. The contract is on that 
condition and may be forfeited if at any time 
it fails to come up to requirements. In case 
it is forfeited board will contract for 
smokeless coal.

The court allowed him 
to do so, but compelled him to offer it in evi- 
dence for the defense, which be did. Yester- 
day Mr. Walker claimed this gave him the 
right to cross-examine Debs in regard to this 
appeal and he notified his counsel he would 
call him for purpose. Mr. Erwin pro- 
tested against his doing so, but the matter 
was dropped without the court joining in the 
controversy, and Mr. Walker then read a few 
more articies from the Railway Times. 

The first witness was Ray S. Baker, a re- 
porter of the Record, who merely identified a 
printed copy of Debs’ pronunciamento issued 
from the County Jail Jul¥.22. This docu- 
ment called on the American people to boy- 
cott the Pullman sleepers and wus printed in 
all the newspapers. Mr. Walker offered it in 
evidence. 

Telegrams at Debs’ Hotel, 


Joseph H. Elbers, night clerk of the Leland 
Hotel, was the next witness, He said Debs 
lived at the Leland for three weeks, beginning 
June 17. During this time he received twen- 
ty-five or moré telegrams every night and 
,witness saw him open them. In particular he 
saw him do this July 3. Mr. Walker then 
offered in evidence a note from Debs, Howard, 
and Kelhher to Gegeral Manager Whit- 
man of the Northwestern road, accred- 
iting to him John Doyle as the agent 
of the American Railway Union to discuss 
with him the affairs of the Pullman Palace 
Car company. Counsel for the defense ob- 
jected, as the document was not identified nor 
sworn to. but the court let it in. , 

The next witness was Wallace Rice, who 
said he was in June and July both a reporter 
for the Herald and a delegate to the conven- 
tion of the American Railway Union from 
local union No, 306 at Kensington. His tes- 
timony consisted of a minute account of the 
proceedings of the convention, as reported in 
the newspapers at the time, and was strenu- 
ously objected to by Mr. Gregory as irrele- 
vant. In the convention Howard, hesaid, op- 
posed the boycott and predicted it would be a- 


’ failure. In conversations he had had with 


Debs since July 2 Debs said he was keeping 
within the law as laid down in Judge Cald- 
well’s decree and did not mean to de influ- 
enced by injunctions. He often saw 
Debs sign papers promising protection to 
strikers who were not members of the union. 
Witness said he had lately recommended 
Howard to tell the court all he knew, and 
told him he would be treated leniently if he 
would. He said Howard was at loggerheads 
with the other defendants. 

Stenographer Geer was recalled to read 
some additional passages from Debs’ state- 
ment before the Labor Commission dis- 
countenancing violence in connection with 
the strike. John Doyle identified the note, 
referred to above, accrediting him to General 
Manager Whitman. He said he presented it, 
and Mr. Whitman refused to talk to him. Mr. 
Mulford ‘and Miss Becker were recailed and 
identified the following 88 cor- 
respondence between Debs and Mrs. Leland 
Stanford. 

Srssons, Ca@i.—The Hon. E. V. Debs, President 
A. R. U., Chicago—Dear Sir: The trainmen of- 
fered their services to take me home safely in my 

rivate car with my two servants. They have 
indly brought me as far as Sissons. They have: 
just telegraphed me from Dunsmuir that while 
they are still willing to take me home they de- 
sire mo to obtain your permission and sanction.

Miss Becker testifled Debs wrote the second 
telegram himself. James B. King, an III. 
nois switchman at Fordham, told how O. M. 
Myron came to Fordham June 26 with pa- 
pers from Debs, Howard, and Keliher and 
stirred up a strike there among the switch- 
men, and this closed the morning session. 

In the- afternoon Deputy Marshal Jones 
testified he served the injunction on Debs, 
Howard, and Keliher at 7:40 a. m. July 4.
